the transoript reseived. 6000 words daily of condensed interespts are iamediately 
upon receipt tranamitted aimultaneously via teletype te ID, PDGS, GNI, ORE, 
Research and Intelligence of the State Department, and the Federal Reserve Board. 
Likewise, 30,000 words are tranemitted daily to IBD of the State Departaent in 
Sew York.
